and Succeſſors: But that the ſaid Maſters or Governors and Commonalty of the (aid Myſtery aforeſaid and their Succeſſors and c- 
very of them ſhould againſt him his Heirs and Succeſſors and againſt the Mayor and Sheriffs of the ſaid City for the time being, and 
all Officers and Miniſters whatſoeyer be acquitted and exonerated for ever. Which, ſaid recited Letters Patents and all tbings 
therein contained haye been by our Noble Progenitors Kings abd Queens of Engle, Ratified Confirmed and allowed to the 
ſaid Maſters or Governors and Commonalty and their Succeſſorsfor ever: as by their ſeveral grants and Confirmations remaining 
upon Record in our High Court of Chancery more at large they do and may appear , We willing and deſiring the weifare of our 
well. beloved Subjects the ſaid Maſters and Governours and Commonalty of the Myſtery of Cooks of our ſaid City of Londen: Have 
R atified approyed allowed and confirmed, and by theſe preſentsFor us our Heirs and Succeſſors; Do ratifie approve allow and

But that they 
me fid Maſters,or Governors and Gammonahy of the-Attior Myſtery of Cooks, of our City of London and their Succeflors, and 
all men of the ſame Myſtery Free, and that ſhall hereafter be Free, and ſhall uſe and exerciſe the ſaid Trade and Myſtery of a Cook, 
ſhall from henceforth for ever hereafter as Free Cooks of our ſaid City, be perſons able and capable in the Law, by vertue, force 
and cffe& of theſe our Letters Patents, to fell, utter and putto ſale, as well within their own Houſes, Shops, Cellars, and other 
places: as alſo out of their ſaid Houſes, ſhops Cellars and other places, Meat, Bread, Beer, Ale, Salt, Saucc and all other Vi-. 
Quuals, fit and wholeſome for the bodies of men, of what kind or fort ſoever , freely and abſolutely according to the aforeſaid uſg 
and cuſtome of the ſaid Myſtery of Cooks of our ſaid City of Londen, without any other further Licevſe or Licenſes, from Us, our 
Heirs or Succeſſors, or from any our [uſtices or other Officers, in this behalfto be had and obtained, and without any the Let, 
trouble, diſturbance, interruption or denyal of (ts, our Heirs or Succeſſors, or of any Mayors, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, Juſtices of the 
Peace, Conſtables, Headboroughs, or any other our Officers or Miniſters whatſoever : any Law, Statute, AQ, Ordinance, Proviſion, 
Froclamation or other Reſtraint, Matter, Cauſe or thin g whatſoeyverto the Contrary thereof in any wile notwithſtanding. |
